Ambulance fund dilemma 


Fifteen officials representing 
Granite City and other cities 
and townships in the Quad-City 
area met in the City Hall of 
Granite City Monday afternoon 
to discuss whether the city can 
continue to provide ambulance 
service to Madison, Venice, 
Pontoon Beach, and Nameoki, 
Chouteau and Venice town- 
ships. 


Granite City Attorney Lance 
Callis explained that the city’s 
ambulance employees 
currently are employed under a 
federal Manpower grant from 
the county, but that such fun- 
ding will run out March 15, after 
which taxpayers of Granite City 
will have to pay their salaries. 

Callis said it would not be 
legal for Granite City taxpayers 


to subsidize ambulance service 
to outlying areas, if the service 
operates at a loss outside of the 
city. 

He said service can legally be 
continued, as long as there are 
guarantees the service will 
“break even” for calls outside 
of the city limits, But taxpayers 
cannot thake up any losses the 
service encounters outside of 


the city, he stressed. 

Thus, he explained, some 
form of guaranteed payment for 
ambulance runs outside of the 
city will be necessary if Granite 
City ambulances are to leave 
the city limits, starting March 
15. 

Caseyville Township uses a 
system in which ambulances 
from Caseyville are paid 


directly by the township for 
every run outside the city, and 
the township then attempts to 
collect the bills from the 
residents, it was related. 
Granite City Alderman Sam 
Whitmer, chairman of the

“We are not in an adversary 
position. We are sensitive to 
areas where we need im- 
mediate attention,” Stack told 
the board. 

He added, ‘‘The EPA (Illinois 
Environmental _ Protection 
Agency) has been most 
cooperative and we have 
timetables for every problem 
area.” 

Stack also said, “It does not 
take a genius to stick his head 
out of the bank building (steel 
offices over First Granite City.

“It is the responsibility of 
state government to ensure that 
a reliable supply of electrical 
energy is maintained at a level 
consistent with the need for 
such energy, 

“At the same time, we must 
provide for the protection of 
public health and safety, and 
protect valuable agriculturat 
land resources,” Lucco said.

the state fund. The other way is 
the reimbursement method, 
where We pay the state for any 
money the state may have to 
pay out.” 

“It was the opinion that we 
follow the reimbursement 
method, since there are so few 
employees who quit. When they 
do leave, it is generally to go to 
a better job.” 

The council concurred with 
the recommendation. 

The aldermen approved a 
building permit, in the amount 
of $1,000 for exterior 
remodeling, issued to Norman 
Stawar for property at 1305 
Towa St. 

“City stickers will soon be due 
and I would like the finance 
committee to have a recom- 
mendation for the council at the 
next meeting on what we should 
charge this year,” Mayor Mike 
Sasyk said.

bulances do not operate at a loss 
outside of the city, which would 
bein violation of the law, 
Whitmer commented. 

Granite Ctiy Fire Chief Don 
Parente, director of the am- 
bulance service, said the city is 
hot opposing the concept of 
providing ambulance service to 
areas outside of the city. 

“We want to work together, 
but we are not soliciting 
business.

Cairns responded, ‘We have 
done a great deal to attempt to 
identify the source. We have 
taken dust samples from 
several areas of the plant and 
compared them under a 
microscope with dust from cars 
ni the East Granite area and 
have found very little com- 
parison.”” 

He showed air board mem- 
bers photographs of magnified 
dust from several areas of the 
plant, including portions of the 
ssinter plant. 

Cairns compared them with 
the same magnification of 
Photos of dust samples taken

from cars, saying, “Analysis 
shows there are not the same 
characteristics as the samples 
taken at our plant.” 

He said laboratory.analysis of 
the dust is continuing at the 
steel company in attempts to 
determine if the dust on the cars 
has the same characteristics as 
dust from any given portion of 
the steel mill. “ 

He labeled the results of 
laboratory tests conducted for 
the air board as ‘‘inconclusive”’ 
and ‘‘fairly inconsistent,” 
particularly an analysis which 
concluded the dust was from a 
steel mill. 

Cairns said, “We are trying to 
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identify the problem. We do not 
want it anymore than you do. I 
am having a problem iden- 
tifying the source. We showed 
you tonight we are trying to 
work on it. 

“We once believed the sinter 
plant was the source. Now, 
evidence fails to support that. 

“This is too serious a matter 
to speculate. that the main 
windbox, pug mill, baghouse or 
cooler are responsible. Cir- 
cumstantial evidence is there, 
no question about it, but we 
cannot pinpoint the -source,” 
Cairns said. 

Stack pledged, “‘We are 
trying to locate the problem. If 
we are causing it, we will stop 
it. 

“We want to stop it. If we 
work ‘together with the air 
board and exchange _in- 
formation, I hope we will be 
able to identify the source and 
we will take whatever actions 
are necessary to improve it. 

“‘We frankly hope that we can 
find it. There are a lot of people 
scratching on it, trying to find 
it,” he concluded. 

Cairns also noted that several 
steel companies, including 
Granite City Steel, plan to join 
in an effort to convince the 
Illinois Pollution Control Board 
that its regulations for carbon 
monoxide levels for sinter 


plants, blast furnaces and basic 
oxygen furnaces. are too strict 
and probably, cannot be met by 
any steel company in the United 
States. 

Thus, the sinter plant is 
operating without an EPA 
‘operating permit at this time, 
he said. 

“It is'a rocky road and places 
a great burden on the company 
and regulatory authorities to 
reach a balance. 


“It is essential that a balance 
be reached for Granite City 
Steel to remain a viable entity. 
We solicit your support,”” Cairns 
told Richard Jennings, an 
Illinois EPA official from the 
Collinsville office, who was in 
the audience. 

Stack and Cairns left the 
meeting, pledging to return 
anytime the air board requests 
their presence. 

“We appreciate the op-* 
portunity to discuss this with 
you and will welcome an in- 
vitation at any time to come 
back and discuss any problems 
with you,” Stack said. 

After the steel officials left, 
Jennings was asked if the sinter 
plant can legally operate 
without an operating permit. 

Jennings said technically it 
cannot, but the carbon

Maragides backs ERA 


Steve Maragides, a candidate 
for the Democratic nomination 
for state senator, this week 
announced he will vote for 
ratification of the Equal Rights 
Amendment if he is elected and 
it is still pending in the Senate. 
He said the incumbent senator 
“thas been one of the staunchest 
opponents of EFA.” 

Maragides said some ERA 
opponents feel a constitutional 
amendment is unnecessary 
because equal rights for women 
are adequately provided by 
statutes. 

He comments, “An amend- 
ment would provide a greater 
degree of permanency for 
rights already won and would 
insure equality in the future. 

“A statute does not have the 
permanency that the con- 
stitution has. Legislators come 
and go. What one session of the 
General Assembly gives, the 
next session can take away. 

“One of the other obstacles to 
ERA passage is fear that the 
amendment will require that 
women engage in military 
combat,” Maragides said, “but 
there is nothing in the ERA 
wording that specifies this.’’ 

He said the amendment in its 
entirety is as follows: 

“Section 1. Equality of rights 
under the law shall not be 
denied or abridged by the 
United States or by any state on 
account of sex. 

. Congress shall 

power to enforce, by 

appropPiate legislation, the 
provisions of this article. 

“Section 3. This amendment 
shall take effect two years after 
the date of ratification.”’

to meet and possibly cannot be 
met.” 

The ‘sinter plant here does 
meet other emission standards; 
but there is no way to meet the 
carbon monoxide standards, 
Jennings said. | 

He said that is why 
Granite City Steel and other 
plants are bonding together to 
get the standards modified to a 
level they can reach, which is 
still safe for the public health, 

Alderman Douglas asked why, 
in light of what he regards as 
circumstantial . evidence that 
there may be excess dust from 
the sinter plant, the EPA does 
not conduct a ‘‘stack test” to 
analyze smoke from the stack. 

Jennings responded, ‘Annual 
stack tests would be too ex- 
pensive. They: gost $2,000. ta 
$3,000 for each stack test and it 
would be unfair to force the 


“company to conduct that kind of 


a test on a regular basis.” He 
added, however, that ithas been 
a number of years since a stack 
test was run on the sinter plant. 

He said the only way persons 
who have been damaged by 
pollution can recover their 
losses would be to initiate a suit 
through the EPA before the 
Mlinois Pollution Control Board 
or in the civil courts. 

But the burden of proof would 
be on the complainants to show 
where the emissions originated,

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Fight against foreign steel dumping traced by McBride ‘in talk here 


Using his background of 40 
years in the labor union 
movement, United 
Steelworkers of America 
President Lloyd McBride spoke 
Tuesday on the topic, ‘Labor 
Looks at Relations with 
Management.” 

He appeared before two 
meetings---at breakfast and 
lunch-— of the Management 
Forum of the YMCA of Great&r 
St. Louis. The union’s top of- 
ficial formerly headed the 
USWA St. Louis district and 
Granite City sub-district. 

Tracing the beginnings of the 
Steelworkers union from its 
earliest days, McBride ex- 
plained how the clashes and 
struggles of those organizing 
efforts built up a natural and 
long-lasting resentment of steel 
industry management. 

This, he told his audience, 
was the background for USWA- 
management bargaining over 
the years that was regularly 
punctuated by strikes and other 
work stoppages. 

His audience was made up 
largely of middlemanagement 
people from a wide range of St. 
Louis metropolitan area 
business and industry, in- 
cluding the Quad-Cities. 

McBride yelated that the 
situation has largely changed 
today in the steel industry, with 
breakthroughs in Jabor 
relations. And he talked at 
length about how the union is 
working arm-in-arm with 
management in a joint effort to 
help solve the steel imports 
problem. 

He also had advice for those 
engaged in dealing with unions 

“In fareness, and in a sense of 
candidness, just as you ex- 
perience political pressures in 
the corporate structure, so do 
the union leaders receive and 
react to political pressures— 
which may |or may not be 
always obvious, but which are 
always there. 

“Anyone linvolved in in- 
dustrial relations must look at 
the political background of each 
particular situation and try to 
understand what the pressures 
are and why. Often, an un- 
derstanding of these pressures 
will offer the key to a 
troublesome situation, 

“T like to think that our union 
has currently established a 
reputation for responsibility. It 
is respected and recognized for 
its integrity. Our policy is to 
honor a contract when we put 
our name to that contract. 

“In fairness, when we have 
reason to believe we're being 
taken advantage of, then we 
react to that in the same way. 
Irresponsibility on one side 
often begets irresponsibility on 
the other. 

“And we try to concern 
ourselves with the employer's 
problems. We have been willing 
to innovate in order to build 
constructive relationships. 

“For example, we and the 
employers were faced with a 
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serious problem in the steel 
industry, and we were willing to 
innovate in order to help solve 
that problem. It grew out of the 
history of many strikes in ‘our 
industry—the last big one being 
in 1959 for 116 days. 

“That strike had a long- 
lasting effort. The steel 
fabricators were not prepared 
for a long strike and had not 
stockpiled steel, so many of 
them were forced temporarily 
out of business. 

“When the strike was over, 
those people made up their 
minds that we were not going to 
do’ that to them any more. In 
order to protect themselves 
against future strikes—which 
never did occur, incidentally— 
they took two courses of action, 

“One, they began stockpiling 
steel prior to contract 
negotiations in basic steel; and 
two, they started looking to 
Japan as a source of steel . . . 
and at a substantially lower 
price than the domestic in- 
dustry could.supply it. 

“As a result, the Japanese 
industry grew, mainly with the 
idea of exporting more steel. 

“Their share of the American 
market and the share of other 
foreign producers grew so much 
that in 1971-72, when the users in 
this country were using 90 
million tons of steel, 18.4 million 
tons came from foreign mills. 

“The stockpiling solution 
meant that the steel industry 
would go like crazy prior to 
contract negotiations, and then 
there would be a settlement 
without a strike. And while the 
stockpile was being used up, 
there would be literally 100,000 
steelworkers laid off for long 
periods. 

“None of this made much 
sense---except that we had not 
found a solution that wouid 
change it. We did this time after 
time, in 1962, 1965, 1968 and 1971, 
and it was very expensive for 
the industry as well as its 
employees. 

“In order to do something 
about it, we instituted the 
Experimental Negotiating 
Agreement 

“Tt simply assured the users 
of steel in this country that 
there would be no steel strike 
for at least a period of six years 
from the time of current con- 
tract negotiations. It called for 
arbitration of the things we 
might not be able to agree to in 
bargaining 

“This agreement has been 
effective in 1974 and 1977, and 
we resolved our differences 
without arbitration. The same 
situation will apply in 1980, and 
there will be no industry-wide 
strike in 1980. 

“We think the ENA has 
brought about stability in the 
steel industry. 

“But while this was taking 
effect, the world economy 
changed, and world steel 
demand fell off. As a result, the 
modern Japanese steel industry 
faced a bleak outlook, since 
they suddenly found they could 
be losing much of. their 
American and world markets. 

“In this situation, they looked 
to the only free market in the 
world—the United States—-that 
would accept their steel at 
lower prices than were being 
offered by American mills. 


“The Japanese decided they 
ge in what is known 


‘dumping’ simply 
means selling a product at a 
price less than it costs to 
produce it and transport it to the 
place where it is sold. 

“The prices were almost 
irresistible to fabricators—as 
much as $60 a ton less than the 
domestic price. 

“Why not? 

“Well they soon found out. 

“In 1974, there was a world 
shortage of steel, and before it 
was over, Japanese steel cost 
its buyers a premimum of 
about $260 a ton over the 
prevailing American price, 
instead of a discount of $60 a 
ton. It almost bankrupted a 
number of steel fabricators in 
this country at that time. 

“Of course, the world 
market has fallen off again, 
and that is no longer the case. 
The steel is again being 
dumped in the U.S. 

“Further, in the case of steel 
tubing fabricators on the West 
Coast, Japanese restrictions on 
what they are willing to supply 
has almost made these 


fabricators a captive market. 
They are now looking for more 
reliable American sources of 
tubing. 

“You may ask, why do the 
Japanese dump? Why are they 
willing to sell steel at such low 
prices here? 

“Simply to deal with their 
unemployment problem at 
home. They would rather pay 
subsidies to their steel mills 
than to pay unemployment 
benefits—which is not their 
policy. 


“On the other hand, our 
system of free enterprise says 
that an employer will either 
produce profitably—or have a 
future potential for profit—or 
they will go out of business. 

“This means we must have a 
system of unemployment in- 
surance to go along with that 
possibility. The Japanese don’t 
worry about it, since they do not 
believe in welfare. 

“They sell their products for 
whatever the market will bear 
in order to keep full em- 
ployment--and they have been 
running their steel mills full 
blast. 


First town-owned 
park in Nameoki

The amount available for the 
project is being kept secret, so 
land owners who may sell 
property to the township will not 
increase the price of their 
properties to meet the amount 
set aside, officials said.

“A good portion of my time in 
the past seven months has been 
used in Washington trying to 
persuade people in government 
that it would be a bad deal for 
the American people if this 
practice were allowed to 
destroy the basic steel industry 
or a substantial portion of it. 

“Our experience in 1974 
shows that when we can no 
longer provide our own needs 
in steel, the people who are 
willing to discount steel begin 
to exploit their position. 

“I compare it to a possible 
situation in steel that would 
be similar to the one we have 
in oil. 

“Dumping has been proven 
conclusively. It not only violates 
OUR laws, but it violates world 
trade laws.

“Unchecked, dumping would 
eventually destroy the ability of 
the American steel industry to 
supply our own needs. 

“Steel companies would no 
longer spend the money 
necessary to keep plants 
modern and efficient-—and even 
now, some of the older facilities 
have been shut down, 

“Owners may very well 
decide to go into some other 
business where a profit is 
possible--and who could blame 
them? 


“The steelworkers is not 
going to subsidize the users of 
steel in this country by ac- 
cepting a lower standard of 
living. 

“We are on a par with other 
industries, such as the auto and 
petroleum industries, and so the 
relief must come elsewhere. 

“Generally, you will find our 
union in an arm’s-length, ad- 
versary rélationship with steel 
management. 

“But in this case, respon- 
sibility to our members as well 
as our employers dictates that 
we do what we HAVE been 
doing, and that is, using 
whatever political clout we 
have—and I like to think we 
have some—and our ability to 
communicate with people in 
government to tell our story as 
we understand it and sub- 
stantiate it with facts. 


“We feel this has had a 
beneficial effect. There seems 
now to be a much brighter 
future potential 

“At least the government has 
done something, where before 
they were unwilling to do 
anything. 

“They have recognized that 
violations of our law have taken 
place, and as a result of the joint 
efforts of the industry and our 
Union, something has been 
Proposed to be done about it 

opefully, it will work. 

“This is an example of where 
it is important that a union and 
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an employer join hands to at- 
tack a problem that might be-of 
mutual concern’ to them, 
seeking a solution that would be 
of mutual benefit. 

“We believe this to be a 
demonstration of how our union 
is innovative, just as it was in 
pioneering the Experimental 
Negotiating Agreement, which 
has been a better way to 
bargain. It benefits our 
members, the industry- and the 
American public, 

“Another is the work of 
productivity committees of 
management and union people 
as called for by our contract. 

“They have worked in some 
cases, even though ‘not in all. 
They are augmented locally. 
But they are the kind of effort of 
which our union can be proud. 

“Still another innovation is 
the expedited mini-arbitrations 
of grievences set up under our 
labor agreement that has saved 
both the companies\.and .the 
unions a large amount of time 
and money by eliminating 
many full-fledged arbitrations, 
along with much of their 
necessary legal fees.”” 

McBride then quoted 
statement by the Steelworkers 
first president, Philip Murray, 
to make a point: ‘‘As 
management and labor, 
through strong labor unions, 
become more nearly equal in 
bargaining power, they can 
either wage war to gain the 
spoils of production restriction 
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and scarcity prices, or they can 
togethe: devise’ improved 
production practices that in- 
crease the social income.” 

According to McBride, this 
has always been the. union’s 
objective and policy—realizing 
the workers have a future only 
as long as they understand the 
problems of the employer and, 
try to solve them. 

“I should also mention,” he 
added, ‘that on: safety and 
health, there is a mutual con 
cern in our industry for the 
safety and health of our menj- 
bers. 

“Certain operations with 
unusual hazards, such as coké 
ovens, are being zeroed in on, 
and we hope to find solutions to 
those hazards. 

“To sum up, our policy is to 
innovate, to build a constructive 
relationship with those we 
bargain with, 

“We honor our commitments, 
and we expect management to 
honor its commitments and to 
live up to the contract in good 
faith. 

“We do play the role of the 
policeman and see that the 
contract is not violated, while 
also carrying out the contract 
provisions in good faith. 

“We believe the relationship 
can be an adversary one, but 
maintained in the right spirit.”

The letter said local-level 
officials are more responsive to 
complaints concerning vehicle 
noise, and would be the logical 
authorities to enforce noise 
regulations from such sources. 

The EPA will aid in training 
noise enforcement of- 


ficials and will make sound 
level meters available to cities 
wishing to purchase them. 

Air Board Chairman Bill 
Rotter said the air board does 
not seem the appropriate arm of 
the government to enforce noise 
pollution regulations. 

“As we are now set up, we do 
not have that authority. We 
could seek ‘that authority or 
refer the matter to other city 
agencies,” he said 

He suggested the police may 
be the best agency for enforcing 
vehicle noise regulations, since 
officers are on the streets much 
of the time. 


“We have no objections to 
expanding the scope of our air 
pollution control authority, but 
it would require additional 
personnel and equipment. 

“‘We cannot ask our staff to 
take on these additional tasks 
and continue to do a good job in 
air pollution research,” Rotter 
said, adding, ‘We cannot take 
away from our primary func- 
tion — our only function — 
reducing air pollution.” 

Dr. Goni Michaeloff, a board 
member, agreed that the air

should not be expected to 
monitor noise pollution. 

The department’s technical 
director, Ted Macios, said he 
did not know how the air 
pollution control department 
could handle additional duties. 

Jim Henry, the city’s air 
pollution engineer, said he has 
been told the city attorney is 
drawing up an ordinance to 
comply with the state's noise 


regulations, adding that it 
probably will utilize the police 
department. 

Henry also reported he is 
preparing the department's 
1978 budget and board members 
will be given an opportunity to 
comment individually on the 
budget before Rotter is asked to 
sign it. 

It will be sent to the state 
prior to the board's next 
meeting in March, so comments 


v 


from the board members will be 
obtained by telephone before 
signing of the document. 

Henry said a supplemental 
grant application for new 
equipment has been received by 
the EPA, and that comments 
are generally favorable. He 
expects approval of the grant in 
the near future, if the EPA has 
sufficient funds available.

approved. 

It showed the department 
answered 186 complaints during 
1977, about double the number 
of the prjor year. 

Henry said the report also 
shows more direct calls, and 
fewer complaints relayed from 
the mayor's office, police or 
other agencies. 

“People are learning to call 
us now, instead of other 
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agencies, the report suggests,” 
he commented. 

The board responded to a 
question from the audience on a 
recent study of levels of lead in 
rainfall and on the ground. 

Macios said a draft copy of 
the report was released through 
“an error on our staff's part,” 
before it had been considered by 
the board. 

He said the study was a rough 
draft which is still being 
analyzed. ‘Revisions are 
being made and it is yet to come 
before this board,” he said. 

He apologized to Granite City

Group to chart state's future 


Sixty-three Illinois business. 
labor, academic and 
professional leaders were 
named yesterday to the ad- 
visory council and board of 
trustees of ‘“‘Illinois 2000," a 
newly-formed foundation which 
will propose long-range goals 
for the state. 

Illinois 2000, created by the 
Illinois State Chamber of 
Commerce as part of its 
economic development 
program, is embarking on a 
three-year program to chart 
directions and provide 
guidelines for the state's overall 
economic development. 

“We have received a positive 
response so far to our plans for 
a goals program in Illinois,” 
said David E. Connor, president 
of the Comtnercial National 
Bank of Peoria and chairman of 
the Illinois 2000 Foundation 

Illinois business leaders who 


Abboud, chairman of the board, 
First National Bank of Chicago; 
Roger E. Anderson, chairman 
of the board, First National 
Bank of Chicago; Roger E. 
Anderson, chairman of the 
board, Continental Illinois 
National Bank and Trust Co. of 
Chicago; Thomas G. Ayers, 
chairman and chief | executive 
officer, Commonwealth Edison 
Co., Chicago; and Connor. 

David E. Baker has been 
appointed executive, director. 
He was affiliated with the 
Population Institute, 
Washington, D.C., for the past 
four years. 

“Our aim is to arrive at a set 
of realizable and realistic goals 
for the state's economic 
future," Connor said. “We want 
the broadest possible con- 
sideration of these goals and 
seek to build a consensus for 


them throughout the state.’ 

To accomplish this task, 
Illinois 2000 has been organized 
into a three-year, three-phase 
process. 

During the first year, 10 
volunteer teams of about 20 
specialists each will examine 
the major economic issues 
facing the state. 

These have been identified in 
a survey conducted by Illinois 
2000 to include: development of 
a cohesive jobs and industrial 
development policy; urban 
economic development; impact 
of taxes and spending; tran- 
sportation; agriculture; the 
environment; and the work- 
force. 

The teams will project 
current trends in a particular 
area and suggest a range of new 
alternatives to those trends. 

In the second year, business 


and political leaders and the 
general public will be invited to 
review a series of proposed 
goals recommended from the 
first-year alternatives. 

The goals will be set initially 
at a statewide conference 
planned for January 1979, After 
the review process, consensus 
goals and related im- 
plementation strategies will 
then be presented to the state in 
the fall of 1979. 

“In the third year,” Connor 
said, “Illinois 2000 will receive 
its real test as the public and 
private sectors consider and act 
on the goals. Progress in 
reaching the goals will be 
monitored by the volunteer 
participants and staff. 

“Creation of the Illinois 
Futures Task Force by the 
Illinois General Assembly this 
year signals a new concern for

Dees 
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Percy re-election outlook still bright

Sen. Charles Percy’s recent 
high rating by‘ the liberal 
Americans for Democratic 
Action undoubtedly infuriates 
his conservative critics, but it 
should not impair his re-election 
prospects, 

The ADA, rating the senators 
on the basis of 20 selected votes 
cast in 1977, scored the Illinois 
Republican at 65 percent. 

That is five percent higher 
than the ADA rating given Sen. 
Adlai Stevenson, D-Ill. 

Only in Mlinois, New Jersey 


and New -York did the 
Republican senator score 
higher than the Democratic 
senator. 

The ratings also suggest 
neither Percy nor Stevenson 
march in step with colleagues 
on their respective sides of the 
aisle. 

Percy’s 65 percent rating 
compares with an average of 25 
percent for Senate Republicans. 

Stevenson’s 60 percent 
compares with 71 percent for 
Northern Democrats and 58 
percent for all Senate 
Democrats, including Southern 
conservatives, 


Federal road aid 
2nd highest ever 


Federal money continues to 
make a major impact on roads 
in this area and region, secured 
through Iiinois officials, 

Nearly $7,3 billion in federal- 
aid highway funds were com- 
mitted for construction of high- 
way projects by the 50 states in 
the 1977 fiscal year, the U.S. 
Department of Transportation's 
Federal Highway 
Administration says. 

This was the second highest 
obligation of funds in the history 
of the federal-aid highway 
program, exceeded only in 1975 
when a large backlog of 
previously withheld funds was 
released for use 

The obligation level in 1975 
was nearly $7.9 billion. That 
surge in highway spending 
cleared the) states’ shelves of 
many deferred construction 
Projects and in 1976 the 
obligatjonal total dropped to 
$4.7 billion. 

Obligation of federal-aid 
highway funds occurs when the 
FHWA approves a proposed 
state project and makes a 
commitment to reimburse the 
state for the entire federal 
share of that project's cost. 

This is 90 percent of the costs 
for work on Interstate Highway 
System projects and 70 percent 
for most other federal-aid high- 
way work, 

Among the most significant 
aspects of the fiscal 1977 
achievement: 

— Monthly obligations ranged 
from a low of $367 million in 
January to a high of almost $1.4 
billion in September. 

— The Interstate System 

~ obligation of $3.3 billion was 
consistent with the states’ 
average Interstate obligation 
rate for, the last decade. 

— Urban System obligations 
increased by 17 percent over FY 
76 and the transitional quarter. 

— A total Primary System 
obligation rate of $1.22 billion 
compared favorably with the 
FY 77 (and FY 78) consolidated 
Primary authorization of $1.35 
billion a year. 

— Obligations of safety 
construction funds in FY 77 
amounted to $638.8 million, 
compared to a goal of $550

million—or 116 percent of the 
goal; and 

— Nearly $196 million was 
obligated in 1977 for the bridge 
replacement program, the 
largest level since the start of 
the program. 

An essential element in aiding 
the states reach the 1977 
obligational level was the FH- 
WA's programs for improving 
federal-aid highway financial 
management and reducing red- 
tape and simplifying 
procedures that might have a 
tendency to impede the flow of 
federal-aid funds to the states. 

One innovative factor in this 
process has been the use of 
electronic fund transfer (EFT) 
This involves a computer-to- 
computer link between the 
Treasury Department's 
Washington, D.C. disbursing 
office, which orders payments 
from the federal-aid Highway 
Trust Fund, and the various 
Federal Reserve Banks, which 
issue the actual payments to the 
states. 

The process has decreased 
delivery time by five to seven 
days. To date, 17 states have 
adopted EFT and 10 other states 
are in the process of im- 
plementing this program, 

Other steps adopted by the 
FHWA during the past year to 
improve delivery of federal-aid 
highway financial management 
services and speed up the cash 
flow to the states include; 

— Encouraging the. states to 
increase the frequency of 
claims for reimbursements 
from the FHWA with payments 
made from one to five weeks 
sooner. 

— Assuring that all eligible 
participating costs are being 
claimed by the states. 

— Reviewing accounting and 
billing procedures to develop 
techniques for prompt voucher 
preparation with billing time by 
the state being reduced by 20 to 
30 days, 

— Reducing the amounts of 
eligible federal-aid costs which 
are unbilled as a result of state 
failure to process needed minor 
additional approval actions. 

— Using telecopier or telefax 
transmission of data’ ‘for 
payment of claims in lieu of or 
to supplement regular mail 
service, improving the issuance 
of reimbursements by two to 
five days.

Stevenson’s ratings with the 
ADA also have varied, going 
from 100 percent in 1971 and 
1974 to a low of 60 in 1976 and 
1977. 

Variations in the ratings 
probably are due more to the 
votes selected by the ADA than 
they are to any changes in 
ideology by either Percy or 
Stevenson, 

In the 20 votes selected this 
year, Percy and Stevenson were 
in agreement with the ADA nine 
times. 

On nine other votes, either 
Stevenson or Percy or both 
voted against the ADA position. 
Percy, Stevenson or both were 
absent on two votes. 

The two senators were in 
agreement with the ADA 
position on such issues as 
providing federal funds. for 


abortions, busing, and low and 
moderate income housing, 
cutting funds for B-1 bomber 
production, providing free food 
stamps, and requiring strip- 
mined lands to be restored to 
the condition of previous use. 

Among the ADA-cited areas 
where they disagreed are 
campaign financing, utility 
reform and a lower minimum 
wage for teenagers. 

Stevenson supported and 
Percy opposed a bill permitting 
federal funds to be used to 
finance Senate campaigns. 

Percy supported and 
Stevenson opposed a ‘“‘lifeline” 
amendment requiring utilities 
to provide persons 62 or older a 
subsistence amount of elec- 
tricity at the lowest cost af- 
forded any consumer class 
served by that utility. 


Stevenson sponsored and 
Percy opposed an amendment 
allowing young persons aged 16 
to 20 to be paid 85 percent of the 
minimum wage.’ 

The ADA supported federal 
funding of Senate elections and 
the “lifeline”. provisions, and 
opposed a lower minimum wage 
for teenagers. 

Stevenson reacted to his ADA 
rating by saying he votes on 
merit, not on expectation of a 
given rating by a particular 
group. . 

Percy is returning from 
France, where he visited his 
‘daughter during the holidays; 
and was not available for 
comment. However, a source 
close to the senator said he did 
not expect the rating to have 
any significant impact) on the 
campaign.

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PTA to stress. 
health education 


Social disease ranks second 
only to.the common cold as the 
most pervasive communicable 
disease in*the U.S. Accidents 
are the number one. killer 
among the school-age 
population; suicide is number 
two. Ten million Americans are 
malnourished, while 20 per cent 
of the population is obese. 

Armed with such statistics, 
the National PTA has been 
working since 1975 to increase 
public awareness of the need for 
health education through its 
Comprehensive School-Com- 
munity Health Education 
Project. 

For three days, Jan. 25-27, at 
the Conrad Hilton Hotel in 
Chicago, innovative public 
awareness strategies developed 
by the six pilot states par- 
ticipating in this project will be 
showcased at the organization's 
first national conference on 
health education awareness. 

Theme of the meeting is 
“From Challenge — To 
Action.” 

The six ‘pilot states — 
Arkansas, California, Colorado, 
Georgia, Indiana and Penn- 
sylvania — have been aided in 
developing their programs by 
mini-grants from the National 
PTA’s health education project, 
which is funded by the Bureau 
of Health Education, Center for 
Disease Control, Public Health 
Service, U.S. Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare. 


“This is the first conference 
of its kind for the PTA,” says 
Grace Baisinger, National PTA 
president. “It is exhibiting 
statewide health education 
promotional programs that 
have been designed, im- 
plemented and supervised 
solely by volunteers who are not 
professional health educators. 

Major speakers scheduled for 
the conference are Joyce 
Lashof, M.D., deputy assistant 
secretary for health; Peter 
Relic, Ed.D., deputy assistant 
secretary for education; and 
Horace Ogden, M.S., director, 
Bureau of Health Education, 
Center for Disease Control, 
Public Health Service, all from 
the Department of HEW 

Dr. Lashof, former director of 
the Illinois Department of 
Public Health, will present the 
opening address at the con- 
ference banquet Jan. 25, at 7 
p.m, Dr. Relic will address a 
luncheon meeting Jan, 26, 12:30 
p.m., and Ogden will speak at 
the general session Jan. 26, 8:30 
am 

Approximately 250 delegates 
are expected to attend, among 
them PTA leaders from all 50 
states; members of the PTA’s 
national planning group for the 
project; state education and 
health department officials; 
national and state represen- 


tatives of voluntary community 
agencies; and membefs of 
professional associations. 

“In bringing together lay and 
professional individuals to view 
and discuss approaches 
developed by the pilot stgtes to 
create public awareness of the 
need for health education, we 
hope to stimulate the 
development of ‘similar 
promotional efforts in other 
states,’ says Pauline Carlyon, 
National PTA coordinator for 
the project. 

How the states developéd and 
implemented their programs: 
will be the focus of a series of 
workshops scheduled during the 
conference. 

The workshops will be con- 
ducted by the six pilot project 
directors and will be moderated 
by members of the National 
PTA's executive committee. 

Since its initiation in 1975, the 
project has had an impact on a 
number of communities across 
the country. 

In Oakland, Calif., the PTA’s 
multi-media presentation on the 
need for health education in 
public schools motivated the 
school board to establish a 
health education requirement 
for high school graduation. 

During the first nine months 
of operation in Brentwood, Pa., 
the project expanded the per- 
ception of both school and 
community officials about the 
potential of health education. It 
involved 30 persons in health 
education planning and more 
than 1,000 persons in a com- 
munity health night, and 
triggered development | of a 
standardized process for 
ascertaining a community’s 
health education needs, 

In Colorado, parents are 
serving as a health education 
resource in the classroom, 
leading discussions on 
numerous health topics. An 
unexpected benefit of having 
parents in the classrooms -has 
been improvement of the 
general atmosphere in the 
schools, officials say. 

Following this conference, the 
next phase of the PTA project, 
with funds from the Bureau of 
Health Education, will focus on 
human sexuality within its 
broader context as a family 
health issue. 

‘This new phase for the project 
will be launched by the PTA's . 
national planning group, - 
composed of individuals from 
agencies prominent in family 
health concerns. 

The group will examine the 
existing projects as major 
resources to assist schools and 
communities in planning for the 
incorporation of this subject 
into comprehensive health 
education programs, and will 
make appropriate recom- 
mendations,

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Food of Scotland—it's fit for a feast 


By MARJORIE RICE = 


Half the people in the world 
are Scots, an old saying goes, 
and the other half wish they 
were. 

That’s probably an old 
Scottish saying, because the 
people of Scotland are vastly 
proud of all thipgs Scottish. 

They spurn the notion, held 
by some, that their food is 
dull, starchy, flavorless or 
too fattening. 

That the food of Scotland 
can be a feast was demon- 
strated recently by Edinburg- 
born chef Bill Thomson, who 
prepared |a banquet of 
Scottish dishes for a friend’s 
birthday party. 

The spectacular center- 
piece of the banquet was a 
poached, decorated salmon. 
The rivers of Scotland abound 
in this king of fishes, 
Thomson said. 

Thomson decorated the 
dish with a chaud-froid sauce.

While it’s typically French, 
it’s also typically Scottish. 
The food of Scotland has a de- 
cidedly French influence, 
dating back to Charlemagne, 
and to French cooks brought 
in by Mary, Queen of Scots. 

Here’s a recipe for sauce 
chaud-froid. You could use a 
simple substitute of gelatin 
mayonnaise, by soaking 1% 
to 2-tablespoons gelatin in 14 
to 2 tablespoons water. When 
it’s soft, beat it into 1 cup 
mayonnaise. Use it to coat 
the fish. 


SAUCE CHAUD-FROID 

4 tbsps, butter 

3 to 4 thsps. flour 

2 cups milk 

2 small onions, studded 
with 4 to 6 whole cloves 

1 small bay leaf 

Salt to taste 

2 tbsps. gelatin 

3 or 4tbsps. fish or chicken 
stock 

Melt butter in small sauce- 

pan over low heat. Mix in 


flour and blend over low heat 
for 3 to 5 minutes, stirring 
constantly t9 form a roux, 
Stir milk in slowly. Add onion 
and bay leaf and cook and stir 
sauce until thickened and 
smooth. Place in a 350-degree 
oven to continue cooking 
slowly for about 20-minutes. 
Strain the sauce. 

Soften gelatin in stock and 
add to sauce, Stir constantly 
over medium heat until tho- 
roughly combined. Remove 
from heat and cool, stirring 
occasionally to prevent a skin 
forming. 

When cool enough to coat a 
spoon, but not set, ladle sauce 
over cold fish, spreading with 
a spatula in the same manner 
as cake frosting. Decorate, if 
desired, with cyt bits of vege- 
tables in flower shapes, or

cooked whole and then “frosted” with sauce chaud-froid. “Scales” are made from sliced 
radishes, the top fin with giant shrimp. 


with thinly sliced radishes or 
cucumbers. Chill until ready 
to serve 

Note. To make vegetable 
decorations, choose chives, 
leeks, lemon rind, carrot, red 
pepper, black olives, thinly 
sliced ‘truffle, parsley and 
other foods. Chives and leeks 
should be blanched in salt 
water about three minutes, 
then cooled immediately on 
crushed ice. Chill coated fish 
occasionally during deco- 
rating to keep chaud-froid 
from turning dark. 


SCOTTISH SALMON 

To cook a whole fish: Clean 
the salmon carefully, but 
keep the head and tail on, Lay 


it on its side on the drainer of 
a fish kettle. Cover it with 
court bouillon, bring quickly 
to the boil and then simmer 
very, very gently for 1% 
hours, or uritil you can pierce 
the flesh to the bone, easily, 
at the thickest part of the fish. 
Lift out and carefully slide 
the fish on to a large, warmed 
dish. Garnish with slices of 
lemon and cucumbers and 
sprigs of parsley and serve 
with plain, boiled potatoes 
and a skirl of bagpipes.

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Schools 
eye fuel, 
weather 


State Superintendent of 
Education Joseph M. Cronin 
announced Tuesday a series of 
plans for meeting the fuel 
energy crisis facéd by some 
Illinois schools 

1. The possibility of a four-day 
week if extremely cold tem- 
peratures force school closings 
again this winter and if the 
“energy crisis’ of 1976-77 is 
repeated. 

2. The use of schools’ health- 
lifesafety funds for energy 
conservation measures such ‘as. 
building modifications, boiler 
repairs and insulation. 

3. The availability of federal 
grants for solar energy from the 
federal Department of Energy. 

The State Board of Education 
supported legislation for. the 
emergency four-day week and 
for energy conservation 
measures, Dr. Cronin noted. 
The governor signed the bills 
into law late last year, 

Cronin expressed concern 
about the coal strike if it should 
last more than two months, 
“Some of our schools have 
enough coal for the winter while 
others have @ 60-day supply or 
less.” 

He also reported that several 
dozen school districts have 
already used up the five 
emergency snow days in their 
calendars and need to consider 
a revised schedule of holidays 
and vacations. 

“It is highly unusual for 
Illinois weather to cause so 
many closings before the end- 
of-year holidays,’ he com- 
mented. 

Cronin urged _ parents, 
children and teachers to borrow 
books from school and public 
libraries in order to be prepared 
for reading during any future 
snow days of days of severe 
weather that may cause school 
closings

SPRINGFIELD — The 
checks are coming. 

That’s the word from the 
Governor's Office of Man- 
power and Human. Develop- 
ment when asked about the 
fuel allotment program, The 
program is designed to help 
those people who qualify for 
the allotments under the in- 
come poverty guidelines. 

Sharon Marsh, who is in 
charge of administering the 
program, said at the present 
time an audit is underway 
and as soon as it is completed 
the checks will be in the 


mails. 

The audit is being made be- 
cause it was discovered that 
there were some duplicate 
checks coming up in the sys- 
tem, Marsh said, ‘and we 
wanted it stopped as soon as 
possible.”’ 

Some checks had already 
hit the mails before the dupli- 
cates were discovered, she 
said, and so the audit was 
quickly started. 

The program, supported by 
federal funds, covers fuel 
bills incurred from Oct. 1, 
1976 to 1977. The cut-off to file 
applications for the grants 
was Sept. 23 and that was an 
extension from an earlier an- 
nounced August cut-off time. 

In all Illinois received some 
$13.64 million from the fed- 
eral government to fund the 
program. When all gf the 
checks are mailed Illinois 
will be one of the states with 
the highest number of recipi- 
ents; The state will have also 
spent the entire federal 
grant. 


No administrative services 
money for the program was 
provided by the federal gov- 
ernment, Marsh said. We 
had to even brjng in 60 volun- 
teers to help with administra- 
tive work.” 

In all, some 220,000 request 
forms were received. The in- 
dividuals seeking the help 
had to go to their local com- 
munity action or community- 
based organizations for a 
form. 


The forms were then fort 
warded to Springfield when 
the information was proc- 
essed and placed on com- 
puters. Then the payout sys- 
tem was started. 

The money that the grant 
will be used for concerns 
heating fuels. The grant is to 
help offset the fuel bill. 

How did a person qualify 
for a grant under the income 
poverty guidelines? 


An individual with an in- 
come of $3,713 or less would 
qualify; a family of two with 
an income of $4,913 would 
qualify, For a family of four 
the income cutoff is $7,313, 
and for six it is $9,713. For 
each additional family mem- 
ber about $1,200 is added to 
the base income for the indi- 
vidual. 


State road 
deaths rise 
during year 


New statistics by the Illinois 
State Police _ spotlight 
disobedience to traffic laws and 
show that in 1977, 2,110 persons 
were killed on Illinois highways 
due to the traffic accidents, an 
increase of 37 over 1976. 

Rural accidents took the lives 
of 1,205 persons. in 1977, a 
decrease of 24. 

District Eleven, which covers 
a nine-county area; had 140 
rural fatalities in 1977, a 
decrease of 19 under 1976. 
Trooper James G. Gallo at 
Maryville comments, 
“Voluntary compliance to all 
traffic laws ‘could have 
prevented most of these fatal 
accidents. 

“When stopping a_ traffic 
violator, police officers very 
often hear the alibi or excuse, 
‘The other driver was also“ 
violating the law.’ If this is your 
attitude. when driving, you'may , 
very well become another 
statistic in 1978.

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Overpass talks near 
successful conclusio 


Negotiations between Granite 
City, five railroads and the 
Illinois Commerce Commission 
on funding for construction of a 

~ 19th Street traffic overpass 
between the downtown area and 
West Granite City are nearing 
completion. 

A final ,settlement Tuesday 
afternoon was delayed only by 
indications from the rialroads 
that they may contribute more 
than the required minimum 

Granite City Engineer 
Monroe Brewer said there was 
a cordial meeting between city 
representatives and the 
railroads before the ICC in 
Springfield Tuesday afternoon. 

He noted, “We could have 
wrapped it up, accepting the 
minimum amount from the 
railroads, but they gave us a 
glimmer of hope they may 
contribute) more, So we set 
another meeting for March 16 
before the ICC to wrap it up. 

“We hope to meet with the 
railroads involved before then,”” 
Brewer said. 

Primary testimony before the 
ICC Tuesday. was the city’s 
presentation of information on 
how much the railroads can 
gain by ¢ontributing to the 
overpass. 

“‘It costs the railroads $80,000 
a year to) maintain the 19th 
Street crossing and to keep the 
watch tower employees. That is 
money they can pocket almost 
immediately and each year 
forever,” Hrewer said. 

He said there also would be 


savings on liability for ac- 
cidents between trains and 
vehicles, and the railroads 
would save money by not 
having to slow down and ob- 
serve extra caution when going 
across 19th Street, if the 
overpass was constructed. 

Brewer also said railroads 
have “a moral obligation” to 
consider helping the city fund 
the operpass, since the city 
supported the rialroads’ at- 
tempts to replace the wat- 
chtowers at the Niedringhaus 
Avenue and 20th Street 
crossings with automatic 
signals, with the understanding 
the city would be given “future 
considerations”’ by the 
railroads. 

The city has committed 
$30,000 in motor fuel taxes to 
improving the pavement of 
those crossings, which he said 
will represent a saving to the 
railroads. 

He noted that the 19th Street. 
crossing is used by the Norfolk 
& Western, Illinois Central Gulf, 
Conrail, Terminal Railroad 
Association and Illinois Ter- 
minal Railroad. 

American Steel Foundries 
also has a spur, but is not under 
ICC regulation and cannot be 
ordered to contribute for the 
overpass. 

“We do not plan to ask 
American Steel for a coh- 
tribution, but we will need some 
rights-of-way from them, so we 
are hoping for their cooperation 
in return for the benefits the 


overpass will 
Brewer said. 

Brewer noted the ICC can 
only order the railroads to 
contribute a total of five per 
cent of the cost of an average 
two-lane overpass, a total of 
roughly $200,000. The planned 
overpass will cost about $6 
million due to its length and 
size. 

Other planned funding

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Scott solidifies role as ‘people's lawyer’ 


Illinois Attorney General 
William J.| Scott this week 
described 1977. as the “most 
successful year ever in the 
history of the Illinois attorney 
general’s office.” He made the 
comment in reviewing a year- 
end report of activities of the 
office. 
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A string of major legal vic- 
tories scored by Scott’s office in 
1977 included: victory over tht 
City 8f Milwaukee regarding 
pollution of Lake Michigan; two 
victories over United States 
Steel, one stopping a low-priced 
purchase of submerged lake 
land, and the other concluding 
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water pollution of the lake by 
United States Steel. 

A successful settlement of a 
$29 million tax collection suit 
against the Penn Central 
Railroad; a $40. million set- 
tlement of consumer fraud 
lawsuits against General 
Motors . over “‘engine- 


swit ”’ first detected by 
Scott; and an Illinois Supreme 
Court victory formalizing 
Scott’s philosophy that the 
Dlinois attorney general has the 
power to act for the people as 
well as all state agencies. 
Scott observed that his staff in 
1977 continued to maintain a 
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success rate of “‘hetter than 90 

reent’’ ii concluded 
litigation, and continued to 
obtain the usual high return of 
about $12 to the General 
Revenue Fund for each dollar 
the office costs taxpayers. 

In addition, Scott noted that 
the office has launched a 
number of legal actions aimed 
at controlling the) dumping of 
toxic wastes ar radidactive 
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wastes in Illinois. 

These relate to radioactive 
storage sites at Sheffield and 
Morris and a hazardous-waste 
storage site at Wilsonville. 

Scott described this storage 
problem as “one of the top 
priorities” he expects to deal 
with in the years ahead. 

He noted that similar tough 
litigation resolved in victories 
in 1977 had taken several years 
of effort to conclude. 

Scott said he is pleased to note 
that ‘in day-to-day work in 
protecting consumers, in 
protecting the environment, 
and in such basic areas as 
collecting taxes from tax- 
evaders, his staff maintained 
the same degree of effort and 
success as was shown in, the 
“headline cases.”” 

A summary of key legal 
actions in 1977: 

Jan. 13: Two antitrust suits 
involve 10 Illinois and Wisconsin 
firms and $2,460,000 in con- 
tracts. Five downstate counties’ 
roadwork was involved.

Oct. 12: Scott established an 
Illinois Supreme Court ruling 
that the attorney general has 
the power to represent the 
people of the state in legal 
actions, as well as all state 
agencies. The ruling formalizes 
Scott’s activist philosophy in 
office, and assures that future 
attorneys general will have 
“‘watchdog powers” on behalf of 
the citizens of Illinois.

CHAMPAIGN — Elephants 
and leopards have been 
known to drop by. But cattle 
with kidney stones or preg- 
nant goats are more com- 
mon. 

Because it’s among the best 
equipped animal hospitals .in 
the world, the University of 
Dlinois’ new Large Animal 
Clinic gets its share of out of 
the ordinary ‘“‘patients,’’ 
among them a circus ele- 
phant that stepped on a nail 
anda rare snow leopard from 
Chicago, in need of a radical 
mastectomy. 

-But it’s also a teaching hos- 
pital, and the cases that move 
through the $14.5 million 
complex in Urbana are some- 
what more routine. 

Patients one day recently 
included a horse with a 
hernia, a cow whose stomach 
literally turned upside down, 
a steer with kidney stones, a 
(formerly) pregnant goat and 
a male hog with a rather 
lackluster family life. 

Quick operations put the 
horse and cattle back on their 
feet. Actually, the cattle 
never really left their feet — 
not even during the opera- 
tions. And the horse “slept” 
through his ordeal — when he 
awoke it was in a padded 
room. 

The goat — bought as a re- 
search animal — was given a 
makeshift home for her unex- 
pected babies in one of the 
clinic’s animal stalls. 

“That was a mistake,” a 
clinic worker admitted. “We 
didn’t know she was about to 
have babies when we bought 
her."” 

The boar got a veteri- 
narian’s yersion of sex 
counseling — some well 
placed prods with an elec- 
trical probe as they searched 
for the source of his sexual 
distinction. 

The animals that come to 
the clinic react in different 


ways to the masked men and 
women who insist on. poking, 
rubbing and sometimes cut- 
ting them. 

The cattle are models of 
equanimity. They take their 
medicine literally standing 
up for most operations, and 
never drop a moo. When 
taken off feed before an ‘op- 
eration, they chew their cud. 
When forced to stand on stiff, 
sore legs after being hoisted 
by ropes; they quietly endure. 

Horses, however, are nerv- 
ous, fragile creatures. Most 
of the equipment for tender 
handling is intended for 
them. They enjoy such com- 
forts as operating tables that 
lower them to the floor, and 
padded recovery rooms, the 
floors of which dolly out on 
little tracks to the operating 
table and then return with the 
horse to the padded cell. 

Goats are considered 
clever. One old ram, who has 
been to the clinic several 
times, has learned to remove 
the muzzles that are sup- 
posed to prevent bis eating 
before an operation. 

“He's also starting to learn 
the layout,” a student said. 
“He's getting used to the 
place. We take him out of his 
pen and he’ll strut on down 
the hallway thinking ‘man, 
it’s nice to be out of there.’ 
But the farther he gets the 
more he recognizes that he 
doesn’t like where he’s going. 
We can have a heck of time 
getting him in the operating 
room sometimes.” 

As for pigs they are the 
noisy ones. Incessant squeal- 
ing, whether in pain or not, is 
their trademark. Hogs, along 
with horses, are often com- 
pletely anesthetized for op- 
erations. 

Preparing the animals for 
operations is about the same, 
regardless of breed. The spot 
for the incision is shaved, 
then washed in an iodine solu- 
tion, dowsed liberally with al- 
cohol, wiped and draped with

Those who perform the op- 
erations are draped in sterile 
gowns, masked and gloved 
(including a special hood for 
long-haired, bearded per- 
sons) and scrubbed head to 
toe.

Shaw still opposes 
tuition boost plan 


President Kenneth A. Shaw of 
Southern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville. said Tuesday he 
is generally pleased with the 
budget recommendations of the 
Illinois Board of Higher 
Education (IBHE) which have 
been approved for con- 
sideration by the governor and 
legislature. But he said he is 
taking exception to the IBHE’s 
recommendations for a tutition 
increase. 

The budget, approved 
Tuesday at an IBHE meéfing in 
Rosemont, would provide a 
state-appropriated operating 
budget of $36,473,500 and capital 
improvements totaling 
$1,652,000 for SIUE for the fiscal 
year beginning July 1. 

To help support the recom- 
mendations, the IBHE is 
proposing that undergraduate 
tuition rise by $48 per year and 
graduate student tuition by $64 
per year. 

“Overall, I'm pleased with 
the Board of Higher Education 
recommendations," Pres. Shaw 
said. “I hope the governor sees 
fit to fund the board recom- 
fhendations at the level ap- 
proved. 

“We, of course, would like to 
have had more resources 
flowing in our direction. But, in

—Who benefits most .from a 
higher education? 

—Who is now paying for being 
asked to pay the most under our 
present proposals? 

According to Dr. Shaw, recent 
studies show that, as a general 
rule, increasing the costs of 
education — particularly at 
public institutions — has the 
effect of driving enrollments 
down. 

He acknowledged that grants 
from the Illinois State 
Scholarship Commission help 
poorer students. ‘But how 
about the other needy students 
who don’t qualify as poor?” he 
asked. ‘‘It is the middle class 
which is most affected by a 
tuition increase.” 

Commenting on his second 
question, the president said, “I 
perceive a growing danger to 
our political ‘health from an 
increasingly disenchanted and 
gradually less educated middle 
class. 

“The quality of public 
dialogue and social life in 
general can be directly pegged 
to the willingness of the public 


to pay a major share of the’ 


higher, but indispensable, cost 
of education.”” 

Pres. Shaw said, ‘We must 
have a policy where the cost 
burden is equitably distributed 
all up and down the line while 
we are making the fullest use of 
our most. precious public 
resource — our system of 
education. 

“With all the = faults 
economists and cost-cutters 


might point out, I feel that use of _ 


general revenue dollars comes 


closest to making the fairest - 


resolution to the problem.”

The highway funds were 
unbudgeted motor fuel tax 
monies, which had not been 
used tn the last fiscal year, and 
flood relief funds the township 
has been attempting to get for 
several years, which were 
finally received. 

The $8,000 added to the town 
fund is money from the Anti- 
Recession Fiscal Assistance 
Act program which the town- 
ship plans to use to help low- 
income and elderly residents 
purchase eyeglasses, hearing 
aids and other health-related 
necessities. 

Guidelines for the health 
program are being prepared 


and will-be announced in the 
near futute. 

The $8,000 budgeted may 
exceed the amount received 
from the program, but officials 
said they wanted enough in the 
budget to agsure that all funds 
received from the Anti- 
Recession grant can be spent 
without amending the budget a 
second time.

(American Association for 

the Advancement of Science) 

President | Carter's national 
energy plan predicts that: the 
U.S, can raige its production of 
petroleum | by one million 
barrels a day by the year 1985. 
Scientists | and industry 
representatives disagree, 
however, about where and even 
whether this oil exists. 

Philip H. Abelson, editor of 
Science, the! weekly journal of 
the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science, 
says that some oil geologists 
and exploration managers are 
optimistic about our untapped 
reserves. Others cite the poor 
results of drilling in the con- 
tiguous 48 states. in the last five 
years. 

Abelson himself calls 
national energy _ plan's 
prediction “optimistic.” 

With present leasing policies 
and federal regulations ham- 
pering exploration on the outer 
continental shelves along the 
East and West coasts of the 
U.S., says Abelson, the “lower

This means that new sources 
will have to be found:to produ¢e 
about three billion barrels of oil 
per year, but Abelson points out 
that for’ the past four years, 
discoveries averaged only 1.2 
billion barrels a year, and little 
of that was from new fields. 

Major oil companies have 
spent millions of dollars’ to 
obtain drilling rights in the Gulf 
of Mexico and off the mid- 
Atlantic coast, with 
discouraging results. 

Most of the U.S. oil currently 
comes from fields discovered 
decades ago. 

Abelson catalogues the 
statistics: ‘In 1976, there were 
30,000 oil fields, but half of the 


total production came from only - 


100 fields. 

“Among these large fields, 76 
were found before 1955. Only 
eight large fields came into 
production in the period 1966 to 
1975 and they yielded only 3.9 
percent of the total oil."” 

To illustrate the need for the 
discovery of new oil fields, 
Abelson notes that the great 
East Texas field discovered in 
#1930 still ranks high with 


respect to reserves and 
production, but only 20 percent 
of its original reserves remain. 

“By far the best prospects for 
major discoveries are in the 
frontier regions,” says Abelson. 

For example,:one field at 
Prudhoe Bay, Alaska, contains 
nearly as much oil as the 30,000 
oil fields that existed in the 
contiguous 48 states in 1976. 

However, 40,000 new holes are 
being drilled each year in what 
Abelson calls ‘“unpromising 
territory.” 

Without exploratory drilling 
in the frontier regions, in- 
cluding Alaska and the outer 
continental shelves, there is 
little hope of making reasonable 
estimates of how much oil the 
nation has on reserve, ac- 
cording to the Science editor. 

*“We will have no basis for an 
estimate of oil potential until we 
have drilled,”. Abelson con- 
cludes. 

“With luck, ah amount equal 
to five times our present 
reserves might be found, 

“However, on a bitterly cold 
day in winter, one cannot heat a 
house by burning hopes 
Prudence dictates that this 
country should have a better 
basis for estimating how much 
more U.S. oil there is.””

Nutgrass weed 
problem in soy 


and corn crops 


While foxtails still head the 
list of the most ‘comman 
troublesome weeds in the 
cornbelt, nutsedge (nutgrass) is 
ever present and on the in- 
crease. According to the North 
Central Weed Control Con- 
ference, nutgrass has increased 
tremendously in Midwest 
cropland since 1970. 

The nutgrass increase since 
1970 has put it in 79 percent of 
corn acreage, in 75 percent of 
soybean atreage and in 43 
percent of 11 other Midwest 
crops. 

Ten million acres of corn and 
soybean land has been affected. 

Why the rapid increase? 
Yellow nutsedge spreads by 
seeds, by thread-like stolons 
and by rhizomes that produce 
basal buds and underground 
tubers or nutlets. 

Thousands of these nutlets 
may be produced in a season, 
most of them in the top 12 inches 
of soil. They usually survive the 
winter. and then sprout over an 
eight- to 10-week. period in the 
spring. 

Known to may growers as 
swampgrass, nutsedge 
typically spreads from low 
spots in the field. Its shiny 
leaves are tough and usually 
look partly folded, not flat, A 
leaf cross-section reveals a 
triangular configuration, as 
does the plant’s stem. 

Weed specialists throughout 
the cornbelt recommend a 
combination of chemical and 
cultural practices to help keep 
this crop pest from getting out 
of hand. 

University and experiment 
station tests indicate that the 
thiocarbamate herbicides, 
applied preplant and in- 
corporated, offer consistent 
control of yellow nutsedge in 
corn 

Thiocarbamates such as 
Sutan + and Eradicane pose no 
carry-over-threat ‘to’ rotation 
Pops and may. be mixed with 
certain fluid and dry fertilizer 
formulations for spring ap- 
plication. In addition, broadleaf 
herbicides like atrazine or 
Bladex can be added for a wider 
spectrum of weed control,

Goverhor James R. Thomp- 
son asked three top state of- 
ficials Thursday to visit and 
inspect Beverly Farm, a 
privately funded and operated 
home for the mentally retarded, 
located in Godfrey. 

The governor asked State 
Mental Health, Director Robert 
A. deVito, Public Health 
Director Paul 0. Peterson and 
State Fire Marshal Jack Carter 
to inspect the home before the 
end of January. 

Thompson asked for the three 
officials to submit a written 
report to him following their 
visit, listing ways “to keep 
Beverly Farm open and in 
compliance with Illinois law 
and department regulations.” 

The governor visited the 
home Dec. 30 to personally 
inspect allegations that the 
home was not meeting state 
standards in certain areas. 


“The Farm, which has ap- 
plied for a license to serve the 
mentally retarded, presents a 
complex set of problems which 
need immediate attention,” 
Thompson said in letters to the 
three officials. 

“The Farm's administration 
and the parents of the children 
and adult residents feel they are 
providing quality care in a 
family-like setting. 

“However, on my visit to 
Beverly Farm, I saw many 
things which raise questions 
that I feel must be very 
carefully answered. These 
concerns cover _ licensing 
requirements, both Life-Safety 
Code and quality of care.” 

Beverly Farm, the largest 
institution of its type in Hlinois, 
was founded in 1897. The 
governor asked the officials to 
give their visit and their report 
“the highest of priorities.”

Dunlap, Holiday Shores 
dams are being inspected 


The U.S.) Army Corps of 
Engineers is continuing its 
inspection of Ilinois dams 
under the nationwide inspection 
dam program 

Of the 936 Illinois dams 
initially inventoried by the 
Corps, 15 selected by the Illinois 
Water .Resaurces Division in 
coordination with the Corps’ 
Chicago District Engineer are 
being inspected first 

All 15 are classified in the 
high-hazard-potential category 
because of their location up- 
stream of populated areas 
which would be seriously af- 
fected if the) dams failed. 

Included are state, city and 
privately owned dams in 13 
Ilinois counties. 

First to be inspected was the 
privately-owned Dunlap Lake 
Dam near Edwardsville in 
Madison County. 

Preliminary on-site _ in- 
spection of that 30-foot-high 
dam with a water storage area 
of 1,170 acre feet was made by a 
joint Corps-state team last 
month. The Corps hopes to 
complete the inspection of 10 of 
the 15 dames in a 30-day period 
ending Jan. 15. 

Members of the team, four 
from the |Corps’ Chicago 
District and two from the 
Ilinois State Water Resources 
Division, include a hydraulics 
engineer, a geologist, and 
construction and civil 
engineers. 

The team 


will review 


available engineering data on 
the design, construction and 
operation of each dam, check 
the dam and its control works, 
and look for any “evidence of 
leakage, erosion or seepage. 

The 15 include the Holiday 
Shores Lake dam_ near 
Edwardsville. It is 42 feet tall 
and stores 4,320 acre feet. 

The national dam inspection 
program was established to 
inspect, at federal cost, those 
non-federal dams whose failure 
would cause substantial loss of 
life and property damage. 

The owner of a dam is legally 
responsible for the potential 
hazards created by the struc- 
ture. The state has the basic 
responsibility to protect the life 
and property of its citizens. The 
federal program for the in- 
spection of dams does not 
change those basic respon- 
sibilities. 

The federal government is 
involved in the ‘inspection of 
non-federal dams because: 

1. A series of dam failures in 
the early 1970s caused major 
loss of life and property. 

2. Few states have adequate 


-dam inspection programs. 


3. Congress passed the 
National Dam Inspection Act in 
1972, authorizing a national 
inventory and _ inspection 
program by the Corps of 
Engineers. 

About 9,000 dams will be 
inspected. When the Corps of 
Engineers made the inventory

identified about 49,000 dams 
with a height of at least 25 feet 
and a capacity of at least 50 
acre-feet. 

An acre-foot of water is the 
volume of water covering an 
acre to a depth of one foot. 

Of these, about 9,000 were 
located upstream of populated 
areas which would be en- 
dangered if the dams failed, 

The program will last about 
four years and will have an 
estimated cost of about 
$70,000,009. 

Some of the dams will be 
inspected by Engineer Corps 
personnel 

Contracts also will be let to 
qualified engineering firms 

States will be reimbursed for 
inspections performed by their 
personnel. In all cases, the 
inspection report will be 
reviewed by the Corps’ district 
engineer and sent to the 
governor. 

The Corps of Engineers 
during the next four years will: 

1. Fund and administer the 
inspection of the 9,000 dams. 

2, Update the 1975 national 
inventory of dams. 

3. Assist states in the 
development or improvement of 
state dam safety programs. 

States will be asked 
cooperate fully by 

1. Assuring impiementation of 
an effective dam safety 
program. 

2, Assisting in implementing 
the federally-financed dam 
inspection, including par- 
ticipation in state personnel 
training, and performing actual 
dam inspections where criteria 
are met.

Items checked during  in- 
spection of a dam include 

(1) Review of available 
engineering data on the design, 
construction and operation of 
the dam. 

(2) Detailed visual inspection 
of the dam and control works, 
including electrical and 
mechanical equipment, the 
reservoir area and the down- 
stream channel. 

(3) Any evidence of leakage, 
erosion, seepage, undue set 
Ulement, cracking or improper 
functioning of drains and relief 
wells. 

(4) Adequacy and quality of 
operation and maintenance 
procedures 

(5) Adequacy of spillway to 
discharge safely inflows 
without overtopping or en- 
dangering the safety of the 
dam.

Pensions up 
for disabled 


war veterans 


More than a million disabled 
veterans and 1,3 million widows 
and their children are receiving 
a 6.5 percent increase in their 
January pension checks 

The increase was contained in 
legislation proposed in May by 
VA Administrator Max Cleland 
and signed into law by 
President Jimmy Carter on 
Dec. 2, 1977 

IL comes exactly a year after 
the date of the last VA pension 
increase and is the tenth in 
crease granted by Congress 
since 1960 

Pensions are paid to wartime 
veterans with other than 
dishonorable discharges if, 
before they reach age 65, they 
are totally disabled from 
nonservice-connected causes 
and have no more than $3,770 in 
annual income if single, and 
$5,070 if they have dependents. 
After age 65, only the income 
limitation is considered. 

Veterans with — service- 
connected disabilities had 
already received a 6.6 percent 
increase in their VA com- 
pensation checks by virtue of 
other legislation that went into 
effect Oct. 1, 1977 

The new legislation sets the 
basic pension rate from $5 to 
$222 per month, according to 
income. 

Cleland said it also insures 
that no one will lose a pension 
solely because of this year's 
boost in Social Security 
benefits. 

The legislation raises the 
basic monthly pension rate for 
veterans whose health requires 
the regular aid and attendance 
of another person from $155 to 
$165, 

Permanently housebound 
veterans not requiring the aid 
and attendance of another 
person will receive an ad- 
ditional $61 per month 

The new pension bill also 
includes 6.5 percent increase in 
payments to parents of 
deceased veterans receiving 
dependency and indemnity 
compensation payments. 
Nearly 64,000 parents are on the 
VA's DIC rolls. 

The five-year cost of the 
pension increases is estimated 
at $789 million

Higher ‘77 Illinois crop yield 
in wheat, oats, rye and barley port ioopen 


Winter wheat production in 
Tllinois in 1977 totaled 68.4 
million bushels, down five 
percent from last year, ac- 
cording to the Illinois. 
Cooperative Crop Reporting 
Service. 

A total of 1,670,000 acres was 
planted for the 1977 crop, 12 
percent less than for 1976. 

The acreage harvested for 
rain, at 1,590,000 acres, was 
down’ 14 percent from a’ year 
ago. 

The year’s yield averaged 
43.0 bushels per acre, compared 
with 39.0 bushels for both 1975 
and 1976. 

The Illinois 1977 winter wheat 
crop had to survive one of the 
coldest winters in recent years. 
However, snow cover in many 
areas helped protect the crop 
from the severe conditions. 

Adequate rains” and warm 
temperatures in March and 
April provided for a favorable 
growing season. 

The crop matured in good 
shape and harvest progressed 
generally ahead of 1976 and 
average, and was virtually 
complete by mid-July, the 
ICCRS said. 

Oats production for 1977 was 
20.7 million bushels, down seven 
percent from the 22.4 million 
bushels produced in 1976. 

Acreage planted was 390,000, 
and acreage harvested for grain 
was 340,000 acres in 1977; the 
previous year, 435,000 acres 
were planted and 380,000 acres 
were harvested for grain 

The 1977 crop averaged 61 
bushels per acre, an increase of 
two bushels over 1976. 

Oats seedings progressed at a 
near normal pace and the crop 
was in generally fair to good 
condition throughout the 
growing season. Harvest was 
complete by the end of July 

Production for the 1977 rye 
crop was 330,000 bushels, up five 
percent 

A total of 65,000 acres was 
planted, unchanged from a year 
ago. 

The estimated 15,000 acres 
harvested for grain in 1977 
equaled the harvested acreage 
in 1976. 

The increase in production 
resulted from an increase in 
yield from 21 bushels per acre in 
1976 to 22 bushels in 1977 

The rye crop came through 
the winter in mostly good 


condition. Spring and early 
summer growing “conditions 
were favorable and the harvest 
season was good. 

Illinois barley production for 
1977 totaled 378,000 bushels, 
compared with 400,000 bushels 
in 1976 

A total of 9,000 acres was 
harvested, down 1,000 acres 
from 1976. 

Yield for the 1977 crop 
averaged 42 bushels per acre, 
up two bushels from 1976. 

Each year, the statistical 
reporting service conducts corn 
and soybean objective yield 
surveys in Illinois. Plots are 
randomly selected in a 
statistically-drawn sample of 
corn and soybeans, and are 
visited monthly from about 
Aug. 1 through harvest. 

€ounts and measurements 
indicate crop progress and yield 
prospects throughout — the 
growing season. 

The average row width of 
corn for grain in Illinois showed 
a slight increase over 1976 
Average row widths had been 
narrowing slightly each year 
since 1969, except for 1975, when 
it remained the same as 1974. 

Plant population continued on 
an upward trend, reaching a 
peak of 20,110 plants per acre. 
This surpassed the previous 


\high of 20,100 obtained in 1976. 


Row widths are as measured

day or two. 

The historical complex, 
founded by Henry Ford in 
1929, traces American life 
through the development of 
the country’s arts, skills and 
technology. It is one of the na- 
tion's most complete collec- 
tions of Americana. 

There are actually two at- 
tractions side by side. The 
museum displays show mile- 
stones in the history of 
‘American decorative and 
mechanical art. The village 
itself is a ‘collection of more 
than 100 historical buildings 
moved there from various 
parts of the U.S. and Eng- 
land 

For instance, along the vil- 
lage’s mein street is a quaint. 
little shop from the turn of the 
century. Above the storefront 
are the words “Wright Bi- 
cycle Shop.” Inside, among 
the handlebars and bicycle 
tires, are wooden ribs for an 
airplane wing and other air- 
craft parts. The building is 
the original Wright Brothers 
shop from Ohio where they 
constructed the first prac- 
tical airplane 

Down a side street is a two- 
story wooden _ building 
brought from Menlo Park, 
N.J. It-was here that Thomas 
Edison’s incandescent light 
bulb first lit the darkness. 

A courthouse from Logan 
County north of Springfield, 
Ml., where Abraham Lincoln 
practiced law is also on dis- 
play 

Ford, an admirer of the 
great men of his*time, didn’t 
forget himself. The shop 
where he perfected his auto- 
mobile, as well as his first 
factory and his birthplace, 
are on display. 

Many homes from the past 
are preserved in the village 
including the house where 
Noah Webster compiled his 
dictionary, 

Horse-drawn carriages 
take visitors for rides around 
the village green, across a 
covered bridge and through 
the streets of yesteryear.

The 
collections cover 14 acres 
under roof. 

First displays seen by visi- 
tors are the decorative arts 
displays. In these galleries 
are outstanding examples of 
early American, as well as 
European, furniture, 
ceramics, glass, clocks, 
textiles and paintings. 

Beyond the galleries is the 
large mechanical arts hall, 
which’ traces man's tech- 
nological progress. A collec- 
tion of more than 200 auto- 
mobiles includes everything 
from an early Model A to 
limousines used by presi- 
dents Dwight D. Eisenhower 
and John F. Kennedy, An- 
tique fire engines and trucks 
are shown, too, as well as 
early airplanes and loco- 
motives, 

The most impressive dis- 
plays in the museum are 
found toward the back of the 
hall and are worth looking 
for. Here can be found the 
huge machines and engines 
that led this country to tech- 
nological dominance of the 
world. 

These giant machines 
tower several stories above 
the museum floor. Some have 
massive wheels 24 feet in di- 
ameter, and their parts ex- 
tend down into the earth. 
Huge brick or stone towers 
hold the wheels, arms and 
pistons of these behemoths, 
some of which once pumped 
water from mines deep 
underground and powered 
early factories. 

Between the. decorative 
arts and mechanical arts 
halls is the Street of Early 
American Shops. These 16 
business establishments, 
with their shingled roofs, lat-

liced windows and quaint 
shop signs, resemble a street 
of a century ago. Some of 
these are the leather shop, 
toy shop, milliner’s shop, 
barber shop and gun shop. 

In front of some of the 
shops craftsmen ply their 
trades. A broom maker twists 
husks into useful household 
tools, which are sold in the 
museum's gift shop. A candle 
maker shows visitors how 
early housewives had dipped 
candles for the family’s use. 

Although it is possible to 
see both attractions in one 
day, it is much better to allot 
one day to see each. They are 
both open seven days a week 
from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. Admis- 
sion to each attraction is $3.50 
for adults and $1.50 for chil- 
dren six or older. 

To find the museum, take 
Interstate 94 to Dearborn, 
then exit northbound on 
Southfield Avenue (Michigan 
39) then go three miles north 
to the museum and village

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Ambulance solution imperative in non-Granite City areas 


The ambulance problem brought out in 
a discussion among Quad-City area public 
officials Monday afternoon is a severe one. 

As has been previously noted, collection 
problems that formerly plagued private 
ambulance firms have also affected the 
Granite City municipal ambulance service, 
causing costs to exceed income. 

It is legal for the city to pick up part of 
the cost for ambulance calls within its 
municipal boundaries, but some form of 
guarantee will be needed in the territory in 
other municipalities and in other 


townships’ unincorporated areas. 

Non-city residents may want to consider 
joining the city to assure their continued 
eligibility for ambulance service 

In instances where they are not 
contiguous and cannot directly solve their 
problem, families need and deserve some 
action soon on the part of their 
governmental leaders. 

Through illness or accidents, any person 
can find himself or herself unexpectedly in 
need of emergency aid and transportation. 
A solution is imperative. 


Failure tact responsibly by Democratic Party’s board 


The exe€utive board of the Madison 
County Democratic Central Committee 
came close to acting responsibly Monday 
night, but close wasn't good enough. As-a 
result, one of the liveliest primary 
campaigns in many years seems assured 
for the period leading up to the March 21 
balloting. 

By the narrowest of margins, 15 votes 
out of the 29 board members present, the 
Democratic leaders decided to adhere to - 
the recommendation of their screening 
unit and endorsed James Estes for sheriff 
of Madison County. Among the other 
candidates for the nomination is Emil 
Toffant, whose much more extensive law 
enforcement experience is expected to 
attract considerable public support. 

In the 15-13-vote, with Edward Voumard 
abstaining, no other sheriff hopefuls were 
mentioned; the sole sheriff endorsement 
issue was whether to ratify what the 15- 
member screening panel had 


recommended. 

Voumard had received some backing in 
the screening deliberations and is also 
thought to have had considerable support 
among those present Monday. Five pf the 
M4 executive board members were absent. 

“There is speculation that a three-way 
race may develop, with fourth and fifth 
primary candidates also attracting some 
votes. 

In any case, the party's governing board 
has acted, but not in a way that reflects 
much agreement what direction 
Madison County Democrats should take 
during 1978. Exactly how wide the party 
split will become remains to be seen. 

What was decided this week appears to 
have inspired little confidence among the 
electorate, which is left with highly- 
important “homework” for the next nine 
weeks — studying all the candidates and 
all that can be learned about their 
qualifications.

Hope for freedom still alive in many repressive countries 


Press-Record Washington Bureau 
President Carter's foreign tour has given 
him a chance to talk about human rights in 
Parts of the world where it counts the 
most. 

The Polish people could take heart at 
hearing the American President give his 
discreet support in Warsaw to their 
aspirations to be more independent of the 
Soviet Union, In India, Mr. Carter visited a 
country which only recently recovered 
political rights and freedoms which had 
been in eclipse. 

Indeed, the restoration of civil liberties 
in India made 1977 a memorable year in 
the area of human rights. 

Freedom House, the non-partisan 
organization which keeps track of the rise 
and fall of freedom around the world, has 
reported that more than one billion 
persons — a quarter of the human race — 
had more political and civil rights at the 
end of 1977 than they did at the beginning. 

“The Fredom House map looks brighter 
than at any time since January 1974,” says 
the organization's annual report. 

The lifting of bans on political activity 
and the press in India accounted for 622 
million of those billion people gaining 
more freedom. Yet. 26 €ountries in ail 
moved ahead on the Freedom House 
charts. Only nine countries slipped back. 

The other side of the coin, of course, is 
that two-thirds of the world’s population 
lives in countries still rated as “not free" or 


“partly free.”

Freedom House has noted an ominous 
development — a movement in the United 
Nations supporting greater government 
influence on the flow of news in and out of 
Third World countries, a development that 
could jeopardize press freedom. 

President Carter's human rights policy 
may not have contributed directly to the 
gains reported by Freedom House for 
1977, but it certainly helped. 

While he has had problems in translating 
his commitment to human rights into 
specific policies in our foreign relations, he 
has managed to put many dictatorial 
governments on the defensi justifying 
their treatment of political dissidents. 

India's recent brush with 
authoritarianism has been instructive for 
people everywhere. 

Countries which, like India. are 
democracies in the true sense have seen 
how granting 
leader can threaten permanent loss of 
freedom, " 

Countries still outside the pale of 
democratic government have seen how the 
Indians, with all their problems of poverty 
and illiteracy, can yet manage to govern 
themselvgs , through free _ political 
institutions, 

If democracy can survive in India, there 
is hope for those millions under repressive 
governments whose dream of. freedom 
remains unfulfilled.

Farmers may have to wait 
until 1980 for the tax relief 
promised by legislation 
passed during the spring ses- 
sion of the General Assembly. 

‘The new law provides a for- 
mula for assessing farm land 
that includes the productivity 
of the property as well as its 
resale value, for determining 
its assessed valuation. 

The tax bill paid by the 
property owner is based on 
assessed valuation. 

Assessed valuations will 
not be figured under the new 
formula until*1978. Tax bills 
paid in 1979 would be based on 
the new valuations, under 
present requirements. 

However, county officials 
responsible for assessing 
property are reporting future 
losses in assessed valuation 
in their counties as a result of 
the new formula. They also 
are having difficulty in gear- 
ing up for the new system. 

Wilson Park, Sangamon 
County supervisor of assess- 
ments, and chairman of the 
legislative committee of the 
assessors’ state organization, 
expects a move in the 1978 
legislative session to push 
back the date the new system 
goes fully into effect from 
1978 to 1979. 

A one year delay would 
mean present assessed val- 
uations of farm land would be 
used to figure 1978 and 1979 
tax bills. The new formula 
would have its first impact on 
the 1980 tax bills. 

In counties where the 
wealth is mainly agri- 
cultural, the new formula 
could mean a reduction in 
total assessed valuation. 

School districts could be big 
losers. Ronald Cardoni, leg- 
islative representative of the 
Mlinois Association of School 
Boards, reports there may be 
a “substantial cutting of as- 
sessed valuations in many of 
the districts.”

< 
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School districts will be 
caught between the losses 
caused by the new farm land 
assessment formula and the 
restrictions of the current 
state school aid formula, 
Cardoni predicted. 

Districts that increase their 
tax rates to make up for 
losses in assessed valuations 
will go beyond the limits set 
by the school aid formula and 
will not receive matching 
state funds for all of the local 
tax revenue, according to 
Cardoni. 

There is no limit on what 
school districts thay lose in 
state support as the result of 


fluctuations in the local tax 
structure. But there is a strict 
limit on what they can gain in 
any one year: 25 percent of 
their total grant in the pre- 
vious year. 

School districts and other 
local governmental bodies 
may hope that valuation of 
top farm land will increase in 
1978, when assessment of- 
ficials must begin to use the 
new farm assessment for- 
mula. The only alternative is 
to lobby for a year’s delay in 
the effective date and hope 
the effect will be softened by 
1980. |.

Extra free 
milk halted 


Needy children will no longer 
receive a second half-pint of 
free milk with meals served in 
schools and __ institutions, 
Assistant Secretary of 
Agriculture Carol Tucker 
Foreman said during the 
weekend. 

The change, effective Feb. 1, 
applies to school lunches and 
breakfasts and to all meals — 
breakfast, lunch, supper — 
served under the Child Care 
Food Program (CCFP). 

Mrs. Foreman said, “We 
have made this change in our 
regulations for the special milk 
program to implement 
provisions of Public Law 95-166, 
which expressed the concern of 
Congress that some of the extra 
free milk has been wasted. 

“Needy children who receive 
free meals will .continue to 
receive one free half-pint of 

lk as a component of the 
meal,” she said. “What we are 
discontinuing is the practice of 
making a second half-pint of 
milk available free to needy, 
children during meals. 

“Those needy children who 
want an extra half-pint of milk 
with their meals will be able to 
purchase it at the low prices 
that are made possible by the 
special milk program. 

“Also,” she said, “a half-pint 
of milk will still be provided 
free during meal periods to 
needy children who elect not to 
take the free meal. 

“This assures that needy 
children who bring their lunch 
from home will receive a free 
half-pint of milk to drink with 
their lunch. 

“‘And schools and institutions 
will be required to continue to 
make free milk available to 
needy children when the special 
milk program is operated at 
times offter than during meals.” 


Hunting, fishing and wildlife 
activity attract half of nation 


Almost half of the U.S. 
population hunted, fished or 
participated in some wildlife 
related recreation in 1975, 
according to- survey results 
newly released by the Interior 
Department’s U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service. 

The National Survey of 
Hunting, Fishing arid Wildlife- 
Associated Recreation found 
that almost 96 million 
Americans nine years of age 
and over participated in one or 
more forms of wildlife-related 
recreation. 5 

Included in this figure are 20.6 
million hunters, 53.9 million 
anglers, and over’ 49 million 
persons who observed wildlife. 

‘The survey is taken every five 
years for the Fish and Wildlife 
Service to measure the degree 
of participation in hunting and 
fishing, Survey results provide 
state and federal planners with 
information useful in 
management of fish and wildlife 
resources and in providing 
adequate recreational op- 
portunities for the public. 

The 1975 survey was ex- 
panded in both scope and design 
to obtain information about 
people who do not hunt or fish. 
In addition, it includes-more 
detailed information from a 
broader range of participants 
than past surveys. 

Estimates are based on 
telephone interviews with 
106,000 households in the 50 
states and detailed ques- 
tionnaires completed by more 
than 20,000 individuals. 

According to the new 
statistics, 11 percent of the 
population participated in 
hunting as compared to 12 
percent of the population in 
1970. Fishing, however,
